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MINUTES 

OF  THE 

TWENTY-SIXTH    ANNUAL   MEETING 


First  Session. 

^loKEHEAD  City,  X.  C,  Jime  22,  1905. 

The  Tweiitv-Sixtli  Animal  Meeting  of  the  jSTortli  Caro- 
lina Pliai-niacentiea]  Association  was  called  to  order  by  Presi- 
dent (r.  K.  Grantham,  at  12 :30  p.  m.,  in  the  convention 
hall  of  the  Atlantic  IIoTel.  The  President  introduced  Mr. 
F.  W.  Hancock,  wlio  invoked  the  Divine  blessing. 

According-  to  custom  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dis- 
l)ensed  with,  as  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
meeting  had  been  sent  to  each  member. 

The  President  intr(jduced  to  the  convention  Congi'essman 
(\  R.  Thomas,  wlio  very  felicitously  delivered  the  following 
Address  of  Welcome. 

'    ADDRESS  OF   WELCOME. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  PJiarmaceutical 
Association  : 

Another  fleetiiiji;  voar  lias  passed,  and  you  are  assembled  again  in 
annual  meeting. 

In  1880,  in  the  capital  of  the  State,  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  organized.  The  following  year  witnessed  the 
passage  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  "Pharmacy  Act  of  1881,"  and 
your  Association  began  under  the  sanction  of  the  law  its  career  of 
usefulness  and  of  honor. 

Since  that  formative  period  of  its  existence,  your  Association  has 
increased  in  membership,  in  strength  and  influence,  until  today  it 
ranks  as  a  permanent  institution  and  a  leading  factor  in  progress  and 
development  of  North  Carolina.

Advancin'T  civilization,  and  tii<>  inipoiative  needs  of  a  century  rioli 
with  the  investi<j:ations  of  scientists  and  the  discoveries  and  rewards 
of  s<'ieiitific  toil  and  research,  den\and  that  men  of  the  same  calling 
sluill  unite  in  order  to  render  the  highest  service  to  tlieir  fellow  men, 
and  achieve  the  grandest  results  of  human   activity.

.\nd  he  who  waits  to  have  his  tasks  marked  i)ul 
Sliall  die  and  leave  his  errand  unfulfilled." 

Hut  the  rewards  of  devoted  and  intelligent  labor  are  sure  and  un- 
failing. And,  gentlemen,  among  all  the  various  branches  of  science, 
there  is  none  of  greater  importance  to  mankind  than  MATERIA  MED- 
ICA,  and  there  is  no  department  of  MATERIA  MEDK'A  of  more  prac- 
tical value  than  Pharmacy.

Fiut  while  your  i)r(jfc»i(i!i  is  of  such  utility  to  your  fellow  citizens, 
none  can  lie  more  exacting  and  rcsponsii)lc  in  its  duties.  \'ou  must 
be  adept  in  the  liandling  and  compounding  of  all  the  ingredients  which 
chemistry  can  furnish,  and  medicine  use>  and  prescribes:  suffering 
humanity  looks  to  yini  to  alleviate  "the  thousand  natural  ills  that  flesh 
is  heir  to;"  and  the  very  lives  of  the  |)eo])le  are  often  in  your  -hands 
and  under  your  guardian  care. 

I'ut.  .Mr.  President,  it  is  not  for  uic  to  eulogize  your  useful  vocation. 
It  is  the  highest  encomium  to  |u<inoimce  that  you  are  indispensable 
to    society.

I'aseiiiiUiiig  in  its  beauty,  as 
its  restless  waves  sparkle  in  tiie  siuilight  of  (iod's  heaven;  grand  in  its 
vastness,  as  it  stretches  a\\;iy  far  beyond  the  iiunian  eyesight  to  meet 
the  horizon;  sid)linic  in  it^  power,  as  the  "Storui  King"  lashes  into 
fury  its  broad  bosom.  an<l  lis  waves  ri.se  heavenward  with  their  white 
cre.sts  and  fall  to  mini:le  uilli  the  ceaseless  motion  of  its  waters,  or  to 
break  sullenly  u|)oii  ii>  shores.  Old  ocean,  old  as  the  everlasting  hills, 
yet  of  perennial  yontli -.  so  young,  says  Byron,  that  "since  Creation's 
dawn,    I'inie  writes  no  wrinkle  on  its  azure  brow."

Here  you  will  find  an  elixii'  more  potent  than  the  fabled  "Elixir  of 
Ijife,"  for  which  the  alelieiiiists  of  old  made  a  fruitless  and  hopeless 
.search:  more  healing  than  any  prepared  and  compounded  in  your 
laboratories,  or  found  within  the  pages  of  any  Pharmacopceia;  its  in- 
gredients fresh  from  .\a1uve"s  great  dispensary,  and  mixed  by  the  divine 
hand  of  Nature's  (Jod.  No  zephyrs  from  far  off  tropics,  wafting  the 
exquisite  fragrance  and  pei  fume  of  'Orange  Blossoms"  and  of  rare 
Mowers,  can  soothe  like  the  salt-laden  and  cooling  breezes  of  the  vast 
deep.

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 
To  the  Members  of  the  \orth  GaroUna  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

1  am  glad  to  nioel  you  in  tlio  city  of  Morehead.  Six  times  this 
assembly  has  met  at  tliis  widely  known  seaside  resort.  These  annual 
^'atherinfrs  liriiiL;'  ,i<>.\  mid  refrcsluiicnt  to  the  hard  worked  and  tired 
pill  rollers,  and  while  they  arc  a  cliccrful  tribe,  a  few  dips  in  the  briny 
deep  Avill  help  to  smooth  the  wrinkles,  toiu'  down  the  ruffles,  and  be  as 
soothinfj  as  a  stronj,'  liiiiniciit  on  a  swinncyed  mule.  One  year  ago  we 
stood  on  tlie  mountain  sides  of  the  county  of  Buncombe  and  feasted 
on  western  breezes  and  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Asheville  citizens: 
today,  we  are  on  the  storm-swept  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  and  can  bathe 
in  the  Chloride  of  Sodium  water  of  old  ocean. 

1  come,,  bringing  you  good  news  and  glad  tidings  from  almost  every 
section  of  the  grand  old  North  State.  The  druggists  are  waking  up  to 
their  conditions  and  opportunities.  J?y  the  inspiration  from  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  the  aid  of  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  we  arc  lining  up  to  a  much  better 
system.  My  advice  to  every  drug  man  who  does  not  now  belong  to  the 
Association  is  to  join  at  once,  encourage  and  strengthen  its  work  by 
your  presence  and  olVorts.  The  pleasures  derived  by  meeting  our  fellow 
druggists.  ;md  h'ckhI  ion.  alone  pays,  if  nothing  else  was  gained.  We 
commend  the  ('Horts  of  Secretary  Hancock  in  his  work.  Our  law  re- 
({uires  men  of  experience  and  (]ualification  to  run  a  cA'Ug  store — it's 
jiothing  more  than  justice  and  rigid  that  the  law  should  be  kept.  The 
enforcement  of  the  law  is  tlie  only  hope  for  us  who  have  labored  and 
prepared  for  this  xocatioii  in  life.  I  will  simply  call  attention  to  the 
hnig  hours  of  (nir  work:  from  early  morn  till  the  "we  sma"  hours  of 
nndnight:  tramp!  trainji!  m>u  hear  the  marching  to  the  tune  of  the 
music.  "Soda  water,  please."  "(^ot  any  cream?"  "Yes."  "Let's  have 
one."  "Do.se  of  Calomel;  I'm  in  a  hurry."  "Bottle  soothing  syrup;  the 
baby  is  teething."  Ring!  Ring!  "Hello,  who  is  it?"  "Mrs.  June;  send 
np  five  cents"  worth  of  Tangle-Koot  and  bottle  of  Black  Flag:  now  11 
a.  m."     ".Ml    right,   madam." 

Gentlemen,  he  who  can  find  a  xiliition  for  this  evil  in  the  business 
bestows  a   blessing  untold  to  its  host.     Another  suggestion  might  be  of 
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Bervice  to  some:  \Vc.  ;is  a  djiss,  uic  \vantiii<i-  in  general  business  knowl 
edge;  broader  trainini:  will  lu'lj)  us;  we  grow  narrow  serving  in  one 
line.  80  nmeli  of  our  tiiue  is  taken  in  getting  up  to  where  we  can 
start  in  the  l)usiness  that  we  fail  to  get  any  experience  in  anything  else, 
and  we  are  apt  to  get  soniewliat  contracted.  I  am  fully  satisfied,  with 
my  experience,  that  a  good  lU-al  of  emphasis  must  be  given  the  com- 
mercial side  as  well  as  the  scientific.  We  fully  endorse  the  State  Board 
in  their  jiractical  examinations  and  high  standard.  The  day  has  been 
wlien  most  any  sort  of  a  man  might  open  an  apothecary  shop,  in 
ancient  parlance,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  those  times  are  behind  us. 
It  is  with  pleasure  we  look  at  the  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  State 
University;  it  fills  a  great  mission,  and  keeps  many  of  our  young  men 
in  the  bounds  of  their  nati\('  heath,  when  otherwise  they  go  off  for 
their  education  and  never  velum.  Imt  adopt  new  homes. 

The  revision  of  the  Pharmacy  Law  has  simplified  some  of  the  com- 
plex and  misunderstood  (juestioii^.  Tlie  bill  was  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, as  drafted  by  the  Committee,  and  endorsed  by  this  Association, 
in  its  last  session  at  Asheville,  e\ce]jt  part  of  Section  4,  which  relates 
to  towns  of  (>()()  instead  of  .')()().  Secretary  Hancock  was  on  the  spot, 
and  made  a  hold  figlit  against  any  clianges.  The  bill*  introduced  by  Mr. 
Wright,  of  Pvowan.  prohibiting  tlu'  sale  of  morphine,  cocaine  and  opium, 
also  went  tluougli.  and  wliile  it  is  not  a  model  one  by  any  means,  and 
fails  to  cover  the  desired  grounds,  yet  it  was  intended  for  good.  It  was 
not  what  Mr.   Hancock  and  myself  thought  was  best,  but  we  acquiesced

I  wish  I  could  give  you  a  fair  description  of  the  convention 
and  the  trij).  but  will  leave  this  for  one  of  the  other  gentlemen  to  do, 
and  simply  wish  every  druggist  in  North  Carolina  could  have  witnessed 
that  convention.  1  say  stand  by  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  She  is  bearing  good 
fruit.     May  the  work  reach  perfection. 

Sometimes  I  feel  like  our  peo])le  are  our  worst  enemies;  we  fail  to 
live  up  to  our  opportunities;  we  are  often  neglectful.  We  have  a 
charge  to  keep  and  a  duty  to  perform,  and  if  some  careless  one,  dis- 
honest man  or  traitor  to  his  trust,  does  mean  or  is  guilty  of  breaking 
the  laws,  sells  prohibited  drugs,  or  fails  to  label  a  poison,  and  an 
accident  occurs,  it  creates  a  suspicion  on  the  whole  profession.  So  we 
occupy  a  peculiar  relation  to  mankind  and  should  always  deal  fair 
with  eveiy  customer,  and  make  the  business  a  blessing  to  the  world; 
sell  the  best  of  drugs  at  reasonable  prices.  We  are  not  asking  for 
special  legislation,  or  any  special  privileges,  only  that  which  is  due  us 
as  courteous,  honest  citizens  and  men  of  profession.     We  realize  that 
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we  err  xmii'tiiiu-s  mikI  make  some  mistakes;  we  are  liuman,  you  know. 
It  seems  to  iiic  a  iimuIxT  of  our  physicians  liave  erroneous  ideas.  Why 
they  should  !)«•  ^anii)lc(l  l)y  every  nostrum  that  comes  along,  jump  in 
and  prescril)c  thiin  tor  all  troubles,  and  mix  tlicm  with  anHhiuff,  shows 
had  judfrmeut.  had  tlieraputies  and  bad  compatibility.  If  I  were  prac- 
ticinj,'  nicdiciiic.  am  sure  that  J  could  use  bromides  in  an  elixir  of  United 
States  Dispensatory  fame  instead  of  some  manufacturer's  pharmaceu- 
tical, and  other  tliiufjs  likewise.  We  can  correct  some  of  these  thinjis 
by  keeping  in  touch  with  our  doctors.  J?y  that  1  do  not  mean 
to  tell  the  pliysicians  what  they  shall  prescribe,  but  consult  with  them 
as  to  the  mutual   interests  of  both  professions. 

The  laws  mow  in  regard  to  selling  whiskeys  are  very  stringent, 
and  necessarily  i)laccs  it,  in  some  sections,  entirely  in  the  drug  stores. 
Gentlemen,  we  do  not  think  tliat  North  Carolina  druggists  want  to 
make  money  \>\  selling  liquor,  but  should  there  be  one  inclined  thus, 
listen  to  a  solemn  warning:  It  will  ruin  you  and  your  business  to 
illegally  dcjil  in  it.  Li\c  l>y  the  moral  law.  Only  use  it  as  you  would 
strychnine  and  other  dangcrovis  driigs;  simply  as  a  medicine.  Ilicii  he 
careful. 

Now,  in  conclusion.  I  thank  this  Association  for  having  l)ccn  made 
your  President,  and  ho])c  to  meet  yo\i  fellow  druggists  many  times  more 
in  Alorehead  oi-  dscwlierc  in  the  annual  meetings  of  tlie  Nortli  Carolina 
IMiarmacculical   Association.

REPORT  FROM  DELEGATES  TO  N.  .A.  R.  I). 

.1/)-.  President  and  flrnflenifrn  of  the  Xorth  VaroUna  Pharmaceutical 
Association  : 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  vour  ('ouunittee  to  attend  the  sixth  annual 
meeting  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  held  at  St.  Louis,  October  10  to  14,  1904. 
Retail  druggists  were  in  evidence  as  representatives  from  local  Asso- 
ciations, and  among  the  familiar  faces  were  seen  our  President,  Mr. 
Grantham,  Secretary  Xau^liau.  Mr.  \N'.  W.  Home,  and  .several  other 
prominent   retailers   from   the   Old    Xorth    State. 

This  was  the  largest  and  most  important  meeting  in  the  history 
of  the  organization.  We  expected  to  see  a  big  meeting  when  we  got 
there,  but  had  no  idea  of  its  size,  personnel,  and  prominence  of  its  dele- 
gates, nearly  eight  hundred  regularly  appointed  delegates  attending, 
from  iwenty-five  different  .States,  all  of  them  chuck  full  of  enthusiasm, 
and  an  abiding  faith  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  an  organization  that 
stands  ready  to  help  us.  and  that  it  has  come  to  stay. 

When  we  saw  such  a  s))irit  as  this  pervading  the  entire  meeting, 
we  caught  renewed  inspiration,  and  are  now  fully  pursuaded  that  the 
X.  A.  R.  D.  is  the  most  powerful  ally  the  retail  druggist  has  ever  had. 

If  any  State  or  local  Association  has  any  "doubting  Thomases,"  as 
to  tlie  good  the  N.  A.  R.  1).  is  doing,  the  best  dose  to  give  such  is  tq 
send  them  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  at  Boston,  September 
18-23,  and  you  will  surely  effect  a  cure. 

Tlie  n ost  important  feature  of  this  meeting  was  the  announcement 
tliat  two  leading  i)roprietors  had  decided  to  adopt  the  direct  contract 
serial  numbering  plan,  which  has  become  so  universally  popular  among 
llie  retail  druggists  all  over  the  covuitry. 

Several    other    proprietors    annoimced    that    they    proposed    to    adopt 
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a  serial  numbering  plan  as  far  as  the  jobber,  without  direct  contract 
with  retailer,  they  claiming  this  will  do  the  work,  and  keep  their  goods 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  cutter. 

.  It  occurs  to  your  Committee  that  the  full  price,  serial  number,  direct 
contract,  is  the  only  satisfactory  solution  of  the  cut  rate  evil. 

The  Washington  Promise  Committee,  as  familiarly  styled,  came  be- 
fore the  Resolutions  Committee  of  the  St.  Louis  meeting,  and  solemnly 
promised  if  their  modified,  serial  numbering  price  contract,  did  not 
meet  with  approval  from  retailers  this  year,  they  would  adopt  a  direct 
contract  serial  numbering  plan,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

It  was  the  general  trend  of  delegates  that  the  full  price  plan  would 
be  the  only  satisfactory  means  of  distributing  proprietaries,  but  ever 
generous  and  loyal  to  our  common  interest,  our  retail  brethren  con- 
ceded this  point  and  expectantly  await  the  outcome  of  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

We  further  report  the  advance  in  dues  to  $4.00  per  year.  This  was 
made  all  the  more  necessary  since  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  have  decided  to 
cut  loose  from  the  donations  formally  made  by  proprietors,  which 
amounted  to  fourteen  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars  yearly. 

We  do  not  believe  retailers  are  fully  alive  to  and  appreciate  the 
good  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  done  and  is  doing.  If  they  did,  it  would 
not  be  necessary  for  field  representatives  going  aroimd  collecting  our 
annual  dues.  You  would  hear  no  argument  for  reasons  for  increasing 
tlie  dues;  no  wonder  how  the  money  is  spent.  We  should  send  our 
local  and  State  Association  dues  early  in  the  year,  relieving  our  Treas- 
urer of  the  embarrassment  of  borrowing  money  to  carry  on  the  work, 
thereby  giving  all  the  time  of  our  field  men  to  the  adjustment  of 
difterences  that  are  continually  occurring. 

We  wish  to  recommend  to  this  Association  that  they  make  a  dona- 
tion of  at  least  one  hundred  dollars,  available  at  once,  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

The  N.  A.  R.  D.  needs  the  money,  and  needs  it  now. 

See  what  a  campaign  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  waging  in  New  York  and 
Brooklyn.  With  what  joy  and  delight  would  the  country  druggist  hail 
the  time  when  New  Y'ork  is  getting  even  a  limited  advance  price  on  pat- 
ents, when  we  can  look  our  people  squarely  in  the  face,  and  tell  them 
they  cannot  get  dollar  patents  any  more  for  59  cents  in  New  York. 

We  wish  to  recommend  and  urge  upon  our  members  the  necessity 
of  being  locally  organized,  and  becoming  auxiliary  associations  to  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  Tliis  we  believe  to  be  the  only  sure  way  to  get  the  aid  of 
the  N.  A.  R.   D.   in  event  we  have  trouble  at  home.

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REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Oxford,  N.  C,  June  1,  1905.

Gentlemen: — It  is  with  imieli  pleasure  and  gratification  that  I  can 
report  to  you  tliat  your  Legislative  Committee  has  accomplished  the 
work  that  you  put  in  tlieir  hands  to  do,  in  the  passage  by  the  last 
Legislature  of  the  New  Pharmacy  Law,  which  you  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Association,  and  Avhich  your  Committee  considers  one 
of  the  best  laws  now  in  existence.  The  law  was  passed  just  as  you 
adopted  it  with  but  one  slight  amendment.  J  can  assure  you  that  the 
passage  of  this  bill  and  the  killing  of  other  injurious  bills  was  no  easy 
task.  Jn  my  legislatixc  experience  of  nearly  twenty-five  years  this  was 
the  hardest  work  I  lia\c  ever  had  to  do,  but  it  just  shows  you  what  we 
can  do  by  thorough  organization. 

The  Anti-Norcotic  La^\•  was  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  the 
i^egislative  Connnittee.  Tliis  bill  was  not  what  we  desired  and  does 
not  fully  cover  the  groiuid,  hut  it  will  throw  some  restriction  around 
the  sale  of  these  dangerous  drugs  and  will,  I  think,  lead  to  a  better 
law.  The  Chairman  of  your  Committee  was  at  the  Legislature  for  three 
weeks,  part  of  that  time  the  Attorney  of  the  Board  was  present,  also 
the  President  of  the  Association,  who  rendered  very  valuable  assistance. 
The  new  law  as  passed  has  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  largely 
distributed  among  the  incinbcrs.  Copies  of  it  you  will  find  upon  the 
table.

Pepsin  as  an  Excipient  for  Pills  Containing  Volatile  Liquids. 

1  piesunie  no  more  trying  task  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  pharmacist 
than  to  be  called  upon  to  fill  a  prescription  calling  for  pills  containing 
creosote  or  volatile  oil.  We  all  knov\'  the  difficulties  attending  the 
operation;  either  tiie  mass  becomes  hard  and  crumbles  in  pieces, 
or  is  not  sufficiently  adhesive,  or  when  we  have  succeeded  in  making 
a  perfect  mass  the  oil,  or  creasote,  gradually  oozes  out  and  when  our 
task  is  finished  we  have  lost  half,  if  not  all,  that  should  be  in  our  pills. 

In  January  I  received,  from  one  of  our  doctors,  a  prescription  for 
creosote  in  combination  with  solids,  each  pill  to  contain  one-half  grain  of 
pepsin.  To  my  surprise,  I  had  no  trouble  with  my  mass,  and  when 
finished  1  had  not  lost  a  droj)  of  the  creasote.  In  talking  with  the 
doctor  later,  1  found  the  [x'psin  was  included  to  aid  in  the  digestion 
of  the  creosote,  but  it  gave  me  an  idea  that  1  put  in  practice  at  the 
first  opportunity. 

Soon  after,  I  was  called  upt)n  to  make  some  emmenagogue  pills,  each 
containing  one  grain  of  crgotin.  sulphate  of  iron  exsicated,  powdered 
aloes,  and  extract  of  cotton  root  w  ith  a  half  grain  of  oil  savin. 

1  had  made  them  before  with  the  results  mentioned  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  paper;  this  time  1  added  a  grain  of  granular  pepsin  to 
each  pill  and  found  no  trouble  at  all.  1  could  leave  them  and  they  did 
not  harden  as  previously,  and  when  1  had  finished  my  500,  I  had  not 
lost  any  of  the  oil.  Since  then  1  hav<'  not  only  tried  it  successfully  with 
the  above  formula  three  times,  but  ha\o  tried  it  with  like  success  with 
santal  oil,  oil  of  wintergreen  and  other  oils  when  in  combination.

Answer  to  Query  No.  8. 

No.  S.  Are  not  the  average  drug  clerk's  hours,  in  North  Carolina, 
too  long?  Yes,  sir.  The  hours  are  too  long  for  clerks  and  proprietors, 
both.  If  we  could  come  to  an  agreement  between  the  druggists  all  over 
the  State,  and  have  hours  from  7  :30  a.  m.  till  7  or  8  p.  m.,  it  would  cer- 
tainly place  each  man  on  an  equal  footing  in  trade.  The  great  trouble 
is  that  one  man  is  afraid  his  competitor  will  get  more  trade  than  he 
does,  and  tiierefore  it  compels  him  to  keep  open  to  meet  this  competi- 
tion. Human  nature  is  the  same  the  world  over,  and  a  man  with  grit 
in  him  naturally  hustles  against  his  competitors  in  trade,  and  will  not 
let  him  get  ahead  of  him,  if  possible.     But  this  must  be  all  laid  aside 
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in  ;i  tnu'  liiiiiiaiiity  standpoint.  A  tnie  druf'gist's  life  at  best  is  hard 
and  full  of  jiiave  and  fjioat  lesponsiliilitiej?.  He  must  give  his  best 
time  and  life  to  iiis  jjiofession,  and,  at  best,  but  very  few  make  more 
than  a  good  living  for  themselves  and  their  family;  very  few  druggists 
get  rich  nowadays.  If  one  has  plenty  money  to  push  ahead  with,  all  is 
well,  but  tmfortunately  all  are  not  blessed  with  plenty  of  funds,  but 
the  greatest  of  all  of  tliis  movement,  if  it  should  come  to  the  druggist, 
is  it  will  give  him  time  to  be  more  with  his  family.  Many  a  druggist 
leaves  his  home  to  go  to  work,  and  only  sees  his  children  at  meal  times 
and  when  they  are  asleep,  and  for  father  to  be  around  home  on  Sunday 
is  a  luxury  in  the  home.  If  the  hours  could  be  shortened,  it  would 
help  all,  and  only  once  in  a  while  would  an  emergency  case  be  called 
out.  The  workingman  has  9  and  10  hours  a  day's  work;  the  dry  goods 
and  other  stores  close  at  sundown,  and  seem  to  make  their  expenses, 
but  the  poor  druggist  is  expected  to  work  all  the  time,  from  7  a.  m. 
till  11  iind  Vl  \\.  Ml.,  and  get  up  over  nights.  Certainly  a  reform  is 
lu-eded  badly,  and  an  endorsement  from  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Associatitm  would  help  this  matter  before  the  public  as  well 
as  the  druggist.  ( I  have  been  blessed  to  have  my  family  in  the  same 
building,  and  have  gotten  acquainted  with  them — few  of  our  druggists 
have  had  this  blessing).  I  say  shorter  hours  for  the  druggists  and  clerks 
of  our  good  Old  North  State.  J^et's  all  have  shorter  hours  and  we  will 
live  longer  for  our  families.  Let  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  place  itself  on  record  as  requesting  the  druggists  of  the 
good  Old  North  State  to  close  stores  sooner — week  days,  hours  from 
7:30  a.  ni.  till  s  or  10  p.  ni.  Sundays,  hours  from  7:30  till  10  a.  m., 
and  from  4  to  7  ]i.  m.  This  will  allow  all  druggists  and  clerks  time  to 
go  to  church  also.  ;in(l  will  give  to  them  some  much  needed  rest.  In 
credit  to  oiu  own  druggists  of  our  city,  1  will  say  that  our  clerks  are 
uiven  half-holidays  during  the  summer  time  when  possible  by  many. 
Sh()rtcr  hours  for  all  is  the  wish  of  yours  fraternally,

Reply  to  Query  No.  3— Mow  to  Get  Physicians  to  Prescribe  Prepara- 
tions of  the  National  Formulary. 

It   i>  a  o 1  r\ilc  in  general  nse  to  learn  by  others'  success  or  failures, 

M)  when  we  wish  to  ascertain  tiie  i>cst  method  to  employ  in  this  case, 
we  should  study  llie  successful  ellorts  of  the  Manufacturing  Pharma- 
cists and  owners  of  Proprietary  Medicines. 

Kollowing  this  plan,  the  druggist  can  interest  the  physicians  in  his 
vicinity  in  the  National  l-ormulary  I'vcjia rat  ions.  And  I  would  suggest 
the  folloAing  simple  rules: 

First.     .Make  really  elegant    pharmaceutical   preparations. 

Second.     Get  up  a  neat,   well    written   circular  letter,  describing  the 
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product  and  giving  the  foinuila,  and  the  disease  it  is  generally  used  for, 
if  thought  advisable. 

Third.  Send  to  each  doctor  a  liberal  sized  sample,  neatly  labeled, 
accompanied  by  the  letter,  which  may  be  printed  or  typewritten.  If 
the  druggist  can  spare  the  time  it  may  be  better  to  deliver  these  sam- 
ples in  person. 

Fourth.  Repeat  the  sampling  at  intervals,  until  you  obtain  results 
or  ascertain  that  the  case  is  hopeless. 

These  preparations  may  be  exploited  singly,  or  in  sets  of  two,  three, 
or  four,  and  if  the  preparations  are  correct  pharmaceutically,  fully  as 
good  as  anything  oflered  by  the  manufacturing  concerns,  you  will  be 
certain  to  interest  the  physicians  in  a  goodly  number  of  your  prepara- 
tions, and  will  be  benefited  both  financially  and  professionally,  besides 
helping  along  our  common  cause  of  higher  pharmacy.

Counter-Prescribing. 

The  subject  of  counter-prescribing  is  one  of  perennial  interest,  and 
the  writer  can  only  give  liis  experience  and  opinion  based  thereon,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  younger  members  who  are  just  entering  our  profession. 

When  I  first  began  in  tlu^  drug  business,  1  worked  in  a  store  where  a 
great  many  people  can)e  in  to  consult  Dr. —  and  have  him  comiter-pre- 
scribe  for  tiiem,  and  he  was  very  popular.  N'ery  naturally,  I  wished  to 
be  popular  too  and  have  people  come  in  and  call  for  Dr.  H.-^,  therefore 
1  (•oiniteri)res(ril)ed  for  everything  that  presented  itself.  After  a  time, 
I  went  to  work  for  a  druggist  in  anotlier  town,  and  one  of  the  first  rules 
that  he  hiid  down  was  tliat  we  luust  not  countei/prescribe,  and  he  prac- 
tiied  wliai  lie  taught.  Some  years  later,  1  engaged  in  business  for  my- 
self and  liad  all  of  the  temptations  that  present  themselves,  to  counter- 
|H(;s(  lilic.  both   legitimately  and  illegitimately. 

I  have  seen  druggists  counter-prescribe  and  yet  do  a  large  prescrip- 
tion business,  and  I  have  seen  druggists  who  did  not  counter-prescribe 
do  a  large  business  also.  So  it  does  not  seem  to  have  much  effect  on 
one's  prescription  business,  but  1  have  observed  that  those  druggists 
who  oountei-prcscribe  a  great  deal,  and  made  a  specialty  of  it — I  might 
sa\ — iicvci-  amount  to  nuich  as  merchants,  and  consequently  do  not 
make   inucli   suctcss  as  measured  in  iloliars  accumulated. 

l'"voni  tile  aliove  observations,  and  his  own  experience,  the  writer  has 
reached  the  conclusion  that  a  retail  druggist  must  and  should  prescribe 
sometimes,  and  tliat  he  nuist  or  sliould  iJo  a.s  Utile  of  it  as  his  customers 
will  permit. 

Kxplaining  what  1  mean  by  tliis:  1  would  say  that  it  is  right  and 
nioper  for  a  druggist  to  counter-prescribe  for  simple  ailments  like 
cou'-hs,  colds,  bowel  troubles,  and  local  aches  and  pains  ivhen  his  cus- 
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lohier  di<t<jn(j.srs  /u'.s-  oini  cusv..  He  knows  that  you  can  prescribe  for 
him  satisfactorily,  and  will  he  unnecessarily  ollended  by  your  refusal  to 
do  so;  therefore  it  i>  best  to  do  it  on  his  request  than  to  lose  your 
customer. 

But  there  is  a  large  and  more  dangerous  class  of  counter-prescribing 
that  the  druggist  should  let  severely  alone.  This  includes  diagnosing 
and  prescribing  for  all  manner  of  ill  feelings,  and  performing  minor 
surgery.  This  class  belongs  by  right  to  the  physicians,  and  should  be 
referred  to  them.  No  druggist  ever  made  any  money  out  of  this  class 
of  work — or  difterently  stated — he  could  have  made  more  money  selling 
what  the  doctor  prescribed,  and  at  the  same  time  retained  the  good  will 
and  re-spect  of  botli  doelor  and  customer.

CONSTITUTION 


AHTICLK  I.— Name. 

This  Association  sliall  \n-  callccl  tlic  Xouth  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. 

AUTK  Lh:    II.— OiuKCT. 

Tile  aim  of  this  Association  sluill  he  to  unite  tiie  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  flin,i;f;ists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement, 
and  im])roveiiu'iil,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing;  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druii^iists. 

AKTiCIJ-;    III.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  lune  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer;  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secre- 
tary shall  be  one  c.r  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot,  and  shall   lu.Id  oHic  until   an  election  of  successors. 

.XJvTlCLK    1\'. — Life   Membership. 

Any  niemi)ei-  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars at  one  time  shall  l)ecome  a  Life  .Member,  and  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  future  annual  dues.  , 

ARTICLE    \'. — Ame.xdiac;    Coxstitution. 

Every  [proposition  to  alti-r  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub-

ARTKI.K     I.— DiTiKs    OK    Officer.s. 

Skctiu.n  1.  TIr'  I'vet^idcnt  shall  jjifsidc  at  all  meetings  and  aduiinister 
the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate 
all  special  coniinitteos.  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort 
to  ballotinfr  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  oiders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present 
at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association 
during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may 
deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Skc.  2.  The  N'icc-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  scrxc.  |)crf()rm  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names.

Section  1.  livery  iiharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as 
a  Registered  Pharmacist  luider  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  sliall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing  with

1.  We  acccpl  the  I'liited  States  Pharniaeopada  as  our  standard  and 
f^uidc  I'or  all  oliicial  jjreparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its 
rules  oidy  in  exceptional  cases  where  suMicient  autliority  has  proved 
some  other  jjroccss  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section 
is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  th(>  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medi- 
cines ordered    in   accordance   with    foreign    pharmacopieias  | . 

■2.  \\C  disconntenance  all  secret  lornuihc  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  oiir  duty  to  communicate  such  1o  each  other 
when   rcpiested. 

:}.  \\C  distinctly  repudiate  tlic  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  jiatrcmage.  as  l)eiug  derog- 
atory to  both   professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavoi-.  as  far  as  |>ossil>le.  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect  in  return  the 
same  courtesy  frcyni  him. 

.").  As  the  apothecary  shoidd  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may.  negatively,  be  prodm-tive  of  serious  consequences, 
we  hold  that  the  sale  of  imi)ure  di\igs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of 
competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  i)ure  articdes  of  the  same  kind  may 
be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest 
a|)otliecary  or  <lruggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come 
to  his  knowledg... 

(■).  i'lic  apolhec.-ny  should  be  remunerateil  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge anil  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sinned  ill  jireparing  as  well  as  by  tlii'  \alue  of  the  articles  sold.  Al- 
though local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of 
charges  ;  1  ditVerent  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally 
luidersell    his  neighbors  with   a    view    to  their   injury. 
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7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
piopiiety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  liy  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
insidious  forms,  we  condenni  any  atteiiii)t  to  make  it  a  prominent  fea- 
ture of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  prac-

1  am  sure  you  will 
be  gratified  to  sec.  :i>  >(iu  will  when  Ihc  report  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee is  made,  that  your  bill  with  l)\it  one  little  change  was  passed 
and  is  now  a  law.  and  that  on  the  other  hand  every  bill  introduced 
which   we  thought    would  be  hurt  till   lo  us   in   any   way  was  killed. 

I  feel  that  much  good  has  been  ncconiplished  by  our  inspections  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  this  wmk  has  b.vn  .lone  by  good  judgment,  dis- 
cretion and  diplomacy,  not  by  prosecution  in  the  courts.  Many  irregu- 
larities have  been  .uljusted  and  many  violations  stopped.  The  new 
law  giving  us  so  inucli  better  inachineiy  lor  its  thorough  enforcement, 
we  are  detenuined  that  the  pul)lie  shall  have  the  fullest  protection 
thereby  .a,IVonle<l   and   shall    bend   our   cnergi.'s   to  that   end. 

During  the  last  twelve  montlis.  twenty  r_'(ti  <'audi(iates  passed  success- 
ful examinations  and  were  registered:  twelve  i  1 2 )  du]dicate  certificates 
were  issued,  and  seven  l7i  eertiticatcs  were  issued  to  physicians  living 
in  towns  of  less  tlian  live  hundred  inhabitants.

FROM  REVENUE  ACT  OF  1905— PEDDLER'S  LICENSE  TAX. 

Section  44  reads  as  follows: 

Any  person  who  shall  carry  from  place  to  place  any  goods,  wares  or 
nierchandise,  medicines  or  drugs  and  offers  to  sell  or  barter  the  same, 
or  actually  sells  or  barters  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  peddler, 
and  shall  pay  a  license  tax  as  follows:  Each  peddler  on  foot,  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  county;  each  peddler  with  horse,  ox  or  mule,  with 
or  without  vehicle,  or  with  a  vehicle  propelled  by  any  other  power, 
fifty  dollars  for  every  county.  Every  itinerant  salesman  who  shall  ex- 
pose for  sale,  either  on  the  street  or  in  a  house,  rented  temporarily  for 
that  purpose,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  pay  a  tax  of  one  hun- 
dred dollais  in  each  county  in  which  he  shall  carry  on  such  business, 
whether  as  principal  or  as  agent  for  any  other  person.  Every  person 
mentioned  in  this  section  shall  apply  in  advance  to  the  board  of  county 
conunissioners  of  the  coimty  in  which  he  proposes  to  peddle  or  sell,  for 
a  license,  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners  may,  in  their  discre- 
tion, issue  the  license  upon  the  payment  of  the  tax  to  the  sheriff,  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twelve  months  from  its  date.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  those  who  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  books,  periodicals, 
printed  music,  ice,  fuel,  fish,  vegetables,  fruits,  or  any  articles  of  the 
farm  or  dairy,  or  articles  of  their  own  individual  manufacture,  except 
medicines  or  drugs.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  have 
power,  at  their  discretion,  to  exempt  from  tax  under  this  section,  any 
poor  and  infirm  person  and  confederate  soldier,  and  such  license  shall 
he  good  in  an  covinty  in  the  State.  An  person  carrying  a  wagon,  cart 
or  buggy,  or  traveling  on  foot,  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  or  deliver- 
ing any  wares  or  merchandise  shall  be  considered  a  peddler:  Provided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  persons  or  their  agents  engaged  in 
exchanging  woolen  goods  for  wool:  Provided  further.  That  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  drummers  selling  by  wholesale.
